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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Upon initial review of the claims it appears that claims 1-69 differ in subject 
matter and therefore require a different search. In accordance with this a restriction is 
deemed proper. 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-11, drawn to a system for traversing in a 3D space, classified in 
class 715, subclass 850. 

II. Claims 12-59 and 68, drawn to selecting an object that is graphically 
represented in three dimensions, classified in class 715, subclass 852. 

III. Claims 60-67 and 69, drawn to customizing distinct interface elements, 
classified in class 715, subclass 765. 

3. Inventions Groups I and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. 
The inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can 
be practiced by another and materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the 
apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. 
(MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus as claimed can be used as a kiosk, 
providing users a map layout of a shopping mall. 

Inventions Groups I and III are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as 
claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for 
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patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because modifying a 
data file is not required by the claimed combination. The subcombination has separate 
utility such as modifying an image for a presentation to renovate an office building. 

The examiner has required restriction between subcombinations usable together. 
Where applicant elects a subcombination and claims thereto are subsequently found 
allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all the limitations of the 
allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 
1.104. See MPEP § 821.04(a). Applicant is advised that if any claim presented in a 
continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a 
claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may be subject to 
provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of 
the instant application. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

A telephone call was made to Mr. Roberto Capirotti on 1 1/7/06 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143).
